• T^e Cer.teral Oil Co., have 
made a new location on the An- 
derson Le se, one fourth mile 
North of Barbourville, and re- 
moved th iir machine, they will 
start spudding Friday. • 
The Anderson No. 1 has been 
rigged up for pumping and will 
be started about Friday, will 
probably require about a week's 
pumping to get the water out of 
the sands, before vou can judge 
th'Jimount of oil that well wiU 
produce. It is estimated by ex- 
perienced operators that 'this 
well will make a ten barrel 
pumper. It-is 515 feet deep and 
had quite a bit of gas at that 
depth. 

The Miller No. 1 near Bailey's 
Switch that has been shut down 
about ten days for repairs, start- 
ed up again Monday Morning, 
and is now al>out 735 feet deep. 

The Kentucky Oil & (ias Co's 
No. 1 on the Dutton Caleb farm, 
Calebs Creek, was completed at 
two thousand ten feet. It is a 
good gasser, estimated to be 
six hundred and forty two thous- 
and feet gas per day. They had 
four showings of oil in this well, 
the first showing was at 1620 
feet, the second showing at 1700 
feet. The gas was found at 1620 
and 1700 feet. This Company 
will make two more new loca- 
tions next week. 

The Knox Oil & Gas Co. are 
down about three hundred feet 
on their No. 2 well near Artemus 
in the Brush Creek, section. 
They have their tankage and 
pumping outfit on the ground for 
their No. 1 well, in that section, 
but have not started pumping on 
account of shortage of supplies 
for engine. 

Stewart & Donald, have their 
machine on the Evans lease, two 
miles north of Barbourville, and 
will start drilling as soon as rig- 
ged up. 

The Empire Fuel & Gas Co., 
have their second machine at 
Flat Lick, which they will locate 
on Brices Creek. It is reported 
that they have another machine 
on the road that they will take 
to that locality. 

White Bros, have their rig tip 
on No. 2 location, H. T. Brown 
Farm, Indian Creek, and will 
commence drilling Thursday. 

Mr. T. M. Haines, of Newark, 
Ohio, is back in the field, and 
will probably start something 
for the Edward H. Evertte's 
Company, within a few days. 

The Ohio Oil Company have 
shut down for a fishing job, on 
the S. H. Jones lease near Gird- 
ler. They are also shut down on 
the Cole lease for repairs at Can- 
non. 

Messrs Pollock and Co. have 
moved a rig to Medow Creek, 
Indian Creek precinct, and will 
start drilling in a few days. 

It is reported that two more 
machines are to go to that locality 
very soon. 

Mrs. Eva B. Carroll, of Chicago, 
is in Barbourville looking after 
the interests of a new Company 
that will probably start operations 
in this field within the next sixty 
days as she has obtained some 
valuable territory south east of 
Barbourville which is proving to 
be some of the best in this coun- 
try.

Being encouraged by many friends that I was fully qualified 
to fill a better paying office than that of County Surveyor, 
to come forth and a3k the goad people of Knox county once in 
life to give me so important an office as that of County Court 
Clerk. 

So in June, 1915, nearly two years ago at which time I felt that 
I was not in any Republican friend's way, or any Republican 
friend in my way and in this way, and under these circumstances 
I started forth seeking the nomination for that office, to be decided 
by the Republican Primary Election, to be held on August 4th, 1917 
Being raised on a farm with a poor chance to obtain any book 
knowledge in those days following soon after the "Civil War" as 
you know, so at 21 years whilst I was well acquainted with the 
plow, the mattock,' the ax. the maul and wedge and other farming 
tools by hard labor with hands, to pay for my raising, a debt all 
boys of those days were taught that they justly owed to their par- 
ents. But at 21 I could hardly write my name and possessed only 
an old "Blueback Speller," a New Testament, an old second hand 
School Reader, and one of Ayer's Almanacs and had gone as far 
aa "Compound numbers" in Ray's part third Arithmetic. We 
then called them "Confounded numbers." 

From thence I attended school entirely at my own expense 
could only work a while, then go to school a while. First I at 
tended a Winter an:! Spring Term. Subscription School at Barbour- 
ville, Ky., taught by Gov. James D. Black and Hon. John H. Wilson, 
at the of Barbourville. After that I attended Berea College at intervals 
for several years. Among my many studies I made penmanship a 
specialty and among my 21 Common Schools taught, I taught pen- 
manship down on the Rock Bottom so that each pupil could write 
and understand the systems well. 

In the mean time of achieving qualification for public business 
I was made Chief Deputy Sheriff, thereby Chief Tax Collector at a 
very low compensation and during the hardest times for money 
ever been since the "Civil War" when my heart was made to 
bleed at the compulsion of having to crowd upon and collect the 
than $3.00 poll tax on the poor white man, and the $4.00 poll tax 
on the poor black man, as was the law. But I paid over every dol- 
lar and every dime promptly where it properly belonged and that 
was the best business plan I could follow. 

I have run and been twice elected to the poor office of County j 
Surveyor. The first term of four years to accommodate myself, ' 
but finding it by experience to be too poor an office for a man to 
forsake his farm or other business; therefore I run the second 
time for that oftioe. chiefly for the great cause of meeting the 
wishes of my Knox county people at a sacrifice to myself by turn- 
ing my back on farming to fill such a poor office, but as poor as 
it is, I have done the best I could in dividing lands among heirs 
and settling disputed lines, using no partiality between man and 
man, but all parties right and alike. 

I now invite the good people of Knox county to go over the 
walks of my life both in office and out of office and if you can pos- 
sibly believe me qualified with ability to fill such an office as County 
Court Clerk. If you can possibly believe me to be a sober man, 
and can possibly believe me to be an honest man. and can think it 
right and fair fo,- a man now past into his sixties, who as County 
Surveyor, has waded the snows, been soaked with cold rains, and 
met the cold and stinging Winter's Winds for the last seven or 
eight years by being caught out many milea from home at labor to 
now be taken in by the fire out of the blasts of winters one 
time in life and let other younger men take the out door labors in 
my stead and place one by your suffrage or vote in the County 
Court Clerk's office, and if you do. I will promise you to be as true, 
as faithful, as industrious and as honest in treating all parties aa

The reason he gave for his re- 
fusal was that he didn't propose
